Harper is the most thoroughly 
man who ever held the mayor’s office in any 
big American city. He admits he could not 
controvert scandals of a serious nature.

The mayor lost no time writing his letter of 
resignation. The letter follows, addressed 
to the editor of the supporting paper: 

% In fulfillment of my obligation entered into 
with you when I promised to withdraw my name 
from the ballot of the present recall election, 
whenever you demanded I should do so, I hereby 
notify you that in compliance with your demand 
made this day I have requested the county clerk 
to withdraw my name from the ballot, 

“A. C. HARPER.” 

— Parties in Official Guise. 
_ In explanation, it is now sald the discovery 
of. these scandals by friends made compul- 
sory the withdrawal as promised some time 
ago. It is understood, and not denied by 
friends, that Harper visited places of a ques- 
tionable character and gave hilarious parties 
under guise of the city’s business. 

Harper, a Democrat, was elected when the 
Republicans were in a factional fight. He 
was supported by many regardless of party 
until tonight. The recall election will be 
held as called, and politicians are meeting 
tonight to decide on a candidate to oppose 
George Alexander, a recall candidate. The 
recall faction sees no possibility of defeat. 

About seven months ago the attention of the 
grand jury was called to charges of municipal 
irregularities and that body took up an in- 
vestigation. The matter dragged on and on 
and so much time was consumed that it ap- 
peared as if nothing would come of it. 


Grand Jury Jolts Harper. 

Finally, after six months had elapsed, the 
jury made a report. It returned no indict- 
ments, but did severely censure the mayor 
and members of the police commission. It 
was charged among other things in the report 
that the mayor and certain members of the 
commission, under guise oft inspection ’’ had 
visited disreputable houses, and one of these 
visits was described as more in the nature of 


Jan orgy than an inspection. 


The report declared the officials had gone 
out of their jurisdiction in the inspection. 
Harper’s name also was mentioned in connec- 
tion with that of a woman other than his 
wife. 

The fight to force Harper out of office was 
spirited, over 10,000 citizens of the city hav- 
ing signed a petition demaading his recall. 
This petition followed a crusade, the slogan 
of which was “Is vice protected in Los An- 
geles?”

SODDEN CORPSE OF A WOMAN 
MAY PROVE CASE OF MURDER. 


Dayton Police Have Another Baffling 
Mystery on Their Hands with Discov- 
ery of Body in Canal. 


Dayton, O., March 11.—The discovery of 
the body of an unknown white woman in 
the canal today by a colored boy furnishes 
a mystery which is baffling the police. The 
body was water soaked and is thought to 
have jain ip the water a month, and is that 
of a woman about 30 years old and is well 
dressed. The condition of the body will, it 
is feared, prevent identification. 

A theory is advanced that, providing it is 
a case of murder, the woman might have 
been rolled down a steep hill skirting the 
fair grounds on the east. The fair grounds 
is the rendézvous of men and women. 

A month ago Charles Siefert stated to the 
coroner that he had seen a well dressed 
white woman standing at the end of a nearby 
bridge, apparently waiting for some one. 
He said she seemed nervous. 

Finding that she was being watched, the 
woman walked toward the fair grounds and 
was not seen again. TheWwoman was dressed 
entirely in black. 

The body was.found lying half out on the 
bank, face down, while both hands were 
clenched and were near her throat, as if she 
had tried to protect herself. Six girls have 
been found slain in Dayton recently. Four 
of the murders have never been solved.

Defense Seeks 10 prove De. 
fendant Could Not Have 
Killed Mrs. Thompson. 


CLASHES IN COURTROOM. 


Bribery and Intimidation of 
Some of the Witnesses at 
the Trial Alleged. 


Bribery and intimidation of witnesses were 
freely alleged yesterday in the trial of Luman 
C. Mann. charged with the murder of Mrs. 
Frances Gillmor Thompson, and Judge Mo- 
Surely had a task in keeping peace between 
the prosecution and the defense. 

It was testified that Bert Cowdery, a former 
policeman now in the employ of Attorney 
Charles E. Erbstein. representing Mann, fur- 
nished Mrs. Maud former wife of the 
defendant, with $100 and directed the move- 
ment to keep her out of the city until after 
the trial. 

Mrs: Emily Pinske of 21 Fletcher street, 
where Mann formerly roomed, testified that 
Sergeant G. G. Chatt called upon her one 
night and after furnishing two pints of beer 
had her sign a statement to the effect that it 
was on the night of June 27 that Mann came 
„ heme wearing a gray cap. She swore posi- 
tively that Mann wore that sort of headgear 
only on the night of June 20. That is one of 
the important incidents on which the case 
will turn. 

Cowdery appeared little concerned over a 
report that the grand jury might investigate 
the charges against him and laughingly re- 
marked thet he would gladly go before the 
grand jury. Mr. Erbétein sald if Cowdery is 
taken before the inquisitorial body “ a lot of 
witnesses for the state would meet a similar 


fate. 
Tells ‘of Receiving Money. 

Mre. Shanks, as well as Mrs. Myrtle Smith, 
who “admitted the passing of the money 
from Cowdery to Mrs. Shanks, testified to 
that alleged fact, but subsequently Mr. Erb- 
stein succeeded in having all testimony of 
that sort stricken from the records as irrele- 
vant. Judge McSurely instructed the jurors 
to disregard everything they heard in that 
respect. 

The state banks its case on the assumption 
that it was the evening of Saturday, June 27, 
that “J. H. Raymond ”’—who, it says, is. 
Mann—and Mrs. Thompson appeared at the 
Michigan avenue rooming house where the 
woman's corpse was found on July 1. Itis 
charged that he wore the gray cap-on that 
oceasion. The defense is now producing wit- 
nesses to show that Mann was at his weigh- 
ing machine in Riverview park at the time 
he is alleged to have hired the room. 
“Money was given to me by Mrs. Smith 
and Bert Cowdery,” Mrs. Shanks testified. 

„ How much money did you receive?“ 
Prosecutor Day asked. 

“Mrs. Smith gave me $75 at the Morrison 
hotel, and then bought me a ticket for New 
York and took me to a train. Later Cowdery 
gave me $25 at the Majestic hotel.“ 


Gets Warning from Chicago. 
“Did you receive letters from any one 
while you were in New York?’ 

“Yes, from Mrs. Smith.” 0 
“Did she tip you off that Sergt. Chatt was 
on his way to New York, and didn’t you 
change your residence because of that?“ 

“ Yes, I did.“ 

Did I ever advise you to leave Chicago? 
Answer yes or no,“ asked Attorney Erbstein, 
pointing his finger at the witness. 

„No,“ she replied slowly. 

“Didn't you leave Chicago because Mr. 
Erbstein told you he had something against 
your record which would look bad if made 
public?’ asked Mr. Day. 

Attorney Erbstein objected and was sus- 
tained. 

Mrs. Smith testified that she knew Mann 
put slightly and admitted taking Mrs. Shanks 
to the train. 

“ Didn't you give her money and buy her 
railroad tickets? Mr. Day asked. 

“ Yes, I bought the ticket.“ 

Mrs. Smith said she couldn't remember 
how much she gave Mrs. Shanks and that 
the money came from Cowdery, whom she 
met in Mr. Erbstein's office. 


Efforts to Prove Alibi. 


Sidney Taylor, who lives at 243 Ohio street, 
testified to Mann icBing his cap in a storm 
on June 20, and said he gave Mann a gray 
cap. Fred Wright swore he saw Mann at 
Riverview park between 2 and 7:15 p. m. on 
June 27. Henry J. Cox, official weather fore- 
caster, testified there was a storm on June 20, 
as well as on June 27. 

Miss Daisy Potts, the next witness, ad- 
mitted striking up an acquaintanceship with 
Mann on June 22. She outlined his move- 
ments from then until July 4 and was sure 
she saw him in the park on the evening of 
June 27, and saw him again the next after- 
noon, when Miss Ada Gray accompanied her. 
She said she reprimanded him for calling her 
by phone at 2 o'clock that morning. The next 
day, Monday, she said she went with him to 
a daisy field near Beimont avenue, and Tues- 
day she was in Lincoln park with him. 

Her cross examination passed smoothly 
until Mr. Day asked: 

Up to that time he assumed no ownership 
over you?” 

Mr. Erbétein appealed to Judge McSurely 
to reprimand Mr. Day on the ground thatthe 
question was insulting. 

“it might be insulting to a perverted 
mind,“ retorted Mr. Day, and Mr. Erbstein 
shot back: “ Like yours.“ The court angrily

TWO ATTORNEYS-ON TRIAL 
BEFORE BAR ASSOCIATION. 


Investigation Begun Into Three Charges 
Made Against M. A. Bamborough and 
A. F. Brown.

The grievance committee of the Bar asso- 
ciation began an investigation last night of 
the conduct of Mason A. Bamborough and 
Albert F. Brown, attorneys doing business as 
Bamborough & Brown. There are three com- 
plainants, but the principal charge is being 
pressed by John H. K. Edwards, who seeks 
an accounting for $1/300. 

James Stillwell presided at the meeting and 
John L. Fogle examined Bamborough, the 
only defendant to appear. The committee 
refused all information except to say that no 
decision had been reached. 

Edwards, who is in jail awaiting trial on an 
embezzlement charge preferred by L. Gould 
& Co., of which firm he formerly was secre- 
tary. was taken to the hearing by Deputy 
Sheriff Morrison. 

He was the chief witness. His wife, Mrs. 
Nellie M. Edwards, corroborated his state- 
ments, and they ‘were further verified by Al- 
bert H. Tyrrell, attorney. 

In the formal charge Attorney Tyrrell filed 
with the committee, and also with State's 
Attorney Wayman, it is set forth that on 
Sept. 28 Bamborough told Mrs. Edwards it 
was unsafe for her to carry $300 she pos- 
sessed, and induced her to lea ve the money in 
his safe. Subsequently, it is charged, the de- 
fendant lawyers retained $1,000 from the sale 
of the Edwards home in Maywood, and that 
Bamborough signed the name of Gustav 
Handschu, the bondsman, to a paper sur- 
rendering Edwards to the authorities. 

Finally, when Attorney Tyrrell pressed the 
defendants for an accounting of the $1.800 
they rendered a bill setting forth one item 
of $1,190 for services and $284 for “ cash dis- 
dursements.“ 


TENTATIVE PLANS ADOPTED . 
FOR ELEVATED ROAD MERGER. 


Promoters, After Long Session, Decide 
on Formal Report to Be Presented to 
Railways.

Cobe, and are unable to tell just what sort 
of a financial phase the proposed merger may 
assume. From reports and figures we have 
considered it is probable that the cost of 
operation of the system will de much less 
than we first thought.

Until re- 
versed by a higher court this decision would 
justify any shipper in making a contract 
for a concession or rebate in the most open 
manner, with the full intention of paying 
the maximum fine on a long series of ship- 
ments embraced within that contract or set- 
tled for in cash as a single transaction. 


Just One Method of Punishment. 
There is just one way to correct this evil 
and give the federal courts the power it was 
supposed they had to punish discrimination 
of this character. Congress undoubtedly 
has the power to define offenses against the 
law. It has frequently exercised this power 
in other cages. It can establish a penalty 
of so much per day for every day that acer- 
n nuisance is maintained. Under the old 
w, a daily penalty was fixed for railroads 
which entered into pooling agreements. The 
Court of Appeals held that the present law 
was so worded that it is the transaction 
between the railroad and the shipper which 
constitutes the offense and not the number 
or character of the shipments. 
It would be within the province of congress 
undoubtedly, providing distinctly that every 
separate carload of every separate ship- 
ment, or every group or measure of articles 
should constitute a separate offense if a 
rebate should be given or accepted. Con- 
gress may provide a penalty based upon 
weight, measurement, or money value of 
the article shipped. It may define and speci- 
fy anything as a separate offense, and the 
courts would undoubtedly hold this to be good 


law. 

It is likely, therefore, that during the pres- 
ent summer dig shippers will be able to se- 
cure rebates and coneessions and unfair dis- 
crimiziations for themselves without the 
slightest fear of any really dangerous prose- 
cution in the federal courts. After that time 
it will rest with the people to put an end to 
this condition of affairs. 


Roads Too Powerful at Capitol.

because the influence of the rallroads and of 
the big shippers at the capitol is a good deal 
more powerful than it ought to be.

WARNS TEACHERS ON GREED 


Schneider Urges Bill for Tax Re- 
form, Not Salaries. . 


FUND TO FURTHER MEASURE. 


Former Friends Plan Quietly to Bring 
Miss Speer Home. 


It the Chicago Teachers’ federation can 
devise a bill which will at once equalize taxes 
and give us more revenue, then it will do 
something worth while. But if the bill which 
the federation is preparing has for its princi- 
pal object the interests of the teachers, then 
it will he on a par with former efforts, and, I 
believe, will meet with the same fate.“ 

Otto C. Schneider, president of the board of 
education, thus expressed his opinion last 
night of the plan of the teachers’ federation 
to present a bill to the present legislature 
similar to the New York statute. He said he 
knew little about the measure beyond thata 
considerable sum was being collected among 
the teachers and principals to put through 
the measure. Details of the bill will not be 


forthcoming, it is declared, until it is ready 
for presentation. 


High Tax; Small Revenue. ) 

“The trouble,” said President Schneider, 
“is that we have a maximum rate of taxa- 
tion. with a minimum of revenue. The city 
suffers and the schools suffer. Those who 
pay their taxes pay dear, and many who 
should pay taxes pay nothing.’ 

“It is folly to talk of providing by state 
statute for a fixed rate of taxation for the 
exclusive payment of teachers’ salaries. The 
revenue must be divided in different propor- 
tions every year and should not be an invari- 
able fund set aside for teachers whether or 
not the maintenance of the schools may sur- 
fer in other ways. 

“If it is the object of this bill to place 
the management of our schools in the hands 
of the state, I do not think some of us would 
object strenuously, but 1 hardly believe the 
legislature would sanction such a propo- 
sition.”

FOR A LAW COMMISSION. ° 

Tun Trisune wishes to indone most 
heartily the suggestion of several of the 
judges that the legislature direct the gov- 
ernor to appoint a small commission to 
consider and formulate reforms im the ad- 
ministration of justice in Illinois. 

This, it seems to Tus Taripune, is the 
part of wisfom rather than precipitoas 
action upon the Gilbert bill. The merit 
of Mr. Gilbert’s chief proposals seems to 
be recognized, and that fact augurs well 
for the possibility of agreement eventual- 
ly. But it is plain that the bill is so 
sweeping as to require in common caution 
not only a more thoropgh examination of 
its specific provisions but a more mature 
consideration of the question which un- 
derlies the whole bill—namely: is it not 
better to enact a bill on simpler lines and 
recommend to the Supreme court the 
adoption of the major part of the present 
bill as rules of court? 

The history of codes has not beedyguch 
as to induce Illinois to rush iato the pre- 
dicament that New York, for exemple, 
has got itself into. While, on the 
other hand, we have in the English sys- 
tem an example of the contrary policy 
Conceding the 
danger of atlopting a system approved 
under conditions in many regpects differ- 
ent from those which prevail in IIlinota, 
it at least may be recognized as the part 
of wisdom to move in such a field with 
proper caution. “ 

Tue TRIBUNE respectfully suggests to 
the judges who have taken up the ques- 
tion of procedural amendment that while 
making such recommendations for cer- 


tain immediate specific legislation as have 


already been suggested and approved by 
them they make an authoritative recom- 
mendation for the commission suggested 
by Judges Mack and Brown. 


“REASONABLE DOUBT.” 

To convict a shipper of receiving à re- 
bate it must be proved that a fixed rate 
had been established and that defendant’s 
goods were carried for less than that rate, 
It is a cardinal principle of the criminal 
law that where there is a reasonable 
doubt the defendant is entitled to the 
benefit of it. It seemed to Judge Ander- 
son, guided, as he says, by the decision 
of the Circuit Court of, Appeals, that 
there was a reasonable doubt as to the 
establishment of the rate which the pros- 
ecution relied on to prove that thé Stand- 
rebates. | 

Acquittal on the ground of reasonable 
doubt of guilt is not an acquittal on a 
technicality. But the reasoning which 
led Judge Anderson to the conclusion that 
there was reasonable doubt might not 
convince another judge.. It might not 
convince the Supreme court if it were 
‘possible to get the question before it. It. 
as is said—a little too broadly—Judge 
Anderson’s ruling against the government 
would make the conviction of shippers for 
takitg rebates impossible, it would be de- 
sirable to have the Supreme court pass 
on the matter. | 

Judge Anderson’s culing was based on 
the uncertainty as to, the existence of a 
definite rate on a particular article by a 
particular road. That road by this hy- 
pothesis committed an offense by failing 
to establish and publish such a rate. If 
all carriers guilty of a similar offense 
were to be prosecuted it would be possi- 
ble to convict shippers who had received 
rebates. Perhaps also slight changes in 
the anti-rebate law might make it easier 
to punish offenders. 

If popular sentiment ruled the courts 
the big shippers who get rebates wouft 
be punished more severély than the car- 
riers, that are often coerced into paying 
them. Yet carriers are being convicted 
while shippers escape. Nevertheless, 
every time a carrier is found guilty the 
backbones of other carriers are stiffened. 
It is made easier for them to stand up 
against the attempts of great shippers to 
induce them to break the law, 


FOREIGN TARIFFS. 

The revision of the tariff will not be 
exclusively a matter of providing ade- 
quate revenue and adequate protection 
for home industries. Congress will have 
to consider the tariff legislation of some 
foreign countries and so frame its own 
law as to enable the government to nego- 
tiate satisfactory commercial treaties with 
those nations, or, if that be impossible, 
to treat them as rigorously as they do the 
United States. 

Germany has been waiting patiently for 
some years for the American government 
to negotiate a treaty under which Ameri- 
ean products could have the permanent 
enjoyment of the minimum rates of the 
German tariff. The present arrangement 
is a temporary ‘one, end will expire in 4 
few months. The Japanese government 
has given notice that the existing com- 
mercial treaties with foreign nations will 
be terminated a year hence. The inten- 
tion is to negotiate new ones to be basel 
entirely upon the principle of. reciproc- 
ity, with a view to the development of 
international commerce.” 

The French tariff as it now stands 
gives special protection to the agricultural 
interests. The manufacturers have been 
complaining that they are discriminated 
against, and higher duties for their pro- 
tection are under ration. They 
are so high that British manufacturers 
are in a ferment. Winston Churchill, the 
president of the board of trade, says they 
would produce a serious effect on the in- 
dustries of the united kingdom. He, a 
free trader, is talking of retaliation and 
the “protection of the home markets,” 
much to the delight of the tariff re- 
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it may be in condition to play the game 
of give and take with other nations. 
These pacific arrangements, even though 
they may involve a little concession here 
and there, are greatly to be preferred. to 
the retaliatory policy which has its occa- 
sional advocates, Retaliation breeds ro- 
taliation, and nobody is benefited. 
President Taft says the United States 
must have a proper army and navy 80 
that it may exercise its proper influence 
m ‘defense of “its own trade interest.” 
It needs for ‘the same purpose the proper 


‘kind of tariff legislation so that it may 


be better prepared than it is now to drive 
bargains with competing industrial na- 
tions. 


RESPONSIBILITY FOR COMMITTEES. 

In the discussion of the so-called tyran- 
ny of the speaker of the national house 
of representatives, one of the chief pro- 
posals for reform is that which asks the 
eelection of all committees by the house. 

The plan seems democratic and desira- 
ble at firet glance. What is utterly lost 
wight of is an inherent weakness which 
we in this generation surely ought not 
to be blind to. If there has been any 
strong and necessary movement in our 
political development of late years it is 
toward fixing responsibility. The scope 
and power of the executive have been 
increased by the will of the people, delib- 
erately and inevitably, because in the 
multiplicity of the legislative organiza- 
tion it has been next to impossible to as 
certain responsibility and concentrate 
pt ess ure. 

The proposal of a free for all election 
of committees loses sight of the funda- 
mental justification for the appointment 
of committees by the speaker. While 
that officer acts upon the advice of the 
leaders of the party and of the house, his 
is and should be the. ultimate decision 
and the ultimate responsibility. This 
plan is justified from ‘the Btandpoint of 
efficiency and from the standpoint of re 
sponsibility. 

It may be that the committee on rules 
should be selected by the house, though 
it is of less importance than it seems to 
champions of this plan. But, however 
chosen, the committee should be small. 
A large committee would be a body of 
ineffective compromise whose work prob- 
ably would satisfy no one and might re 
sult in frequent disturbance of the orderly 
machinery necessary to the economic dis- 
patch of the vast volume of business of 


the house.

True, young Lord Seafield has no son. But 
he has a younger brother out in New Zea- 
land, the Hon. Trevor vie Grant, who is 
married, and falling him, there js the earl's 
uncle, the Hon. Robert, younger brother of 
the late l, There are few more romantic 
stories than that of the earldom of Seafield, 
even in us most modern 1 1 in 
certain of its phases it may be said t * 
from one end of the world to the other. 
the present earl of Seafield makes his home 
in the antipodes, where his father had to 
earn his living as a laborer, while his grand- 
aunt, Caroline, countess of Seafield, retains 
possension of the vast estates of the earl- 

om. 


In order. to explain this condition of affairs 
it is necessary to state that the fifth ear! of 
Seafleld became insane. The sixth earl, his 
brother, therefore succeeded to vast accumu- 
lations of rent, and as long as he lived pro- 
vided a home for his numerous sons. When 
he died, however, John Charles, his eldest 
surviving son, suecéeding as seventh earl, 
was asked to share the accumulations with 
his brothers. He refused, and thereupon 
they went to law. After the washing of a 
great deal of family linen in court, the con- 
test was settled in favor of the seventh earl, 
but left him so furious against his brothers 
that, with the cotiperation of his son, he 
managed to secure the disentailment of the 
property. ' 

— 

In due course his son, Ian Charles, succeed- 
ed as eighth earl, and, after spending a few 
years in the regiment of Life Guards, died 
prematurely, legving the entire property— 
namely: th whole of the Ogilvie and Grant 
estates, yielding an income of over a million 
and a half dollars, to his mother, Caroline, 
daughter of the eleventh Lord Blantyre. The 
earldom, of Seafield, along with the minor 
dignities, which thelude the viscounty of 
Reidhaven, the barony of Ogilvie, and the 
barony of Cullen in Scotland, as well as the 
barony of Strathspey of the united kingdom, 
carrying with it a seat in the house of lords, 
passed without a vestige of property to the 
young peer’s uncle, James, who succeeded as 
ninth earl. 

This ninth earl married three times, and, 
after enjoying his barren honors for four 
years, died in 1888, whereupon his eldest son, 
Francis William, succeeded to the honors as 
tenth earl. This peer, who had served for a 
time in the royal navy, had been exceedingly 
— and, after leaving both the service and 

ngland in consequence of an unpleasant 
scrape, started out to New Zealand, where 
he met with all sorts of hard knocks and 
queer experiences, earning a precarious live- 
lihood at odd jobs, in the way of fencing, 
ditching, and as farm laborer, dying as 
bailiff of a provincial court a few months 
after succeeding to the honors, leaving a 
large family by his wife, who, far from be- 
ing a woman of the humbler classes, as has 
been alleged in a number of English news- 
papers which have written about the matter, 
was the daughter of an army offi¢er of the 
name of Evans, a scion ‘of that Irish family 
of which Lord Carbery isthe chief.

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On hearing of the death of the tenth earl 
ih New Zealand in these destitute circum- 
stances, old Caroline, countess of Seafleld. 
widow of the seventh earl, and owner of all 
the great Ogilvie and Grant estates, was 
moved by family pride, and perhaps also by 
pity, to address a létter to the)pther widowed 
Lady Seafield out in New Zealand, offering 
to take charge of the latter's eldest son, then 
a mere boy, to bring him home to England 
and to educate him in a manner befitting his 
position as eleventh earl of Seafield, with 
the understanding that if he conducted him- 
self well she would make him heir of the 
entire Seafleld estates. She intimated that 
she was ready to send out tutors and servants 
to bring him home from the coloniés and to 
make an allowance to his mother on condi- 
tion that the latter, as well as his brothers 
— sisters, should break off all relations with 


The young earl's mother, unlike the Dear- 
est“ of “ Little Lord Fauntleroy,” declined to 
entertain this Offer. She was one of the lead- 
ers of the Salvation Army movement in New 
Zealand, and came to the conclusion that her 
son's religious faith might be imperiled if 


| he were to be brought up by so worldly a 


woman as Caroline, countess of Seafield. So 
he was educated in New Zealand, one of the 
schools there undertaking to forego any de- 
mand for remuneration for the sake of hav- 
ing his name and all his titles on their books. 

He was only 22 years of age when he mar- 
ried a young girl whom he had known from 
childhood, and o sat beside bim in the 
day school, the daughter of a New Zealand 
Not long 
after this marriage the doctor, who was an 
elderly widower himself made a most sen- 
sational match, leading to the altar Miss Anne 
Quayle Moore, the greatest heiress in New 
Zealand, her father, who has since died, leay- 
ing her a fortune of some $20,000,000. Both 
she and her husband are devoted to the young 
earl and countess of Seafield, and it is likely 
that she will leave them at any rate a por- 
tion of her great fortune when she dies, as 
she is over 60 years of age and childless. 
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Young Lord and Lady Seafield visited Eu- 
rope for the first time about eight years ago 
and spent some days on the Seafield estates, 
hailed as the chief of the great Grant clan, 
but visiting his ancestral home—namely, 
Castle Grant—as an ordinary tourist, his 
grandaunt, the owner of the place, being 
absent at the time on the continent. Before 
he left Europe the old countess, who had 
learned of his presence in England and of 
his visit to her castle, offered him, through 
her lawyer, an allowance of $2,000 a year 
on condition that he would remain away from 


the united kingdom, and if he remained in 


Europe, would restrict himself to the con- 
tinent. He indignantly rejected this offer. 
Indeed, it is characteristic of the imperious, 
strongminded, and haughty old countess that 
his attitude in tile matter, so far from anger- 
ing, pleased her, and, in spite of the fact that 
he holds no intercourse with her whatsoever, 
it is regarded as probable by all who know 
her, that when she dies it will be found that 
she has bequeathed to him the whole of the 
Seafield estates.

County Treasurer Replies. 

Chicago, March 11—{Hditor of The Trib- 
une.]—A letter which was published in the 
Voice of the People column of Tas Tu- 
UNE this morning about the county treas- 
urer’s office closing at 8:80 p. m. is unfair. 
The statements made indicate that the writer 
(who says he rode seven miles to the county 
building to pay hie taxes only to find our 
offices closed at 8:45 p. m.) has no conception 
of the work which this office hastodo. We 
believe that when you understand the situa- 
tion you will feel that the impression which 
has been given out should be corrected. 

Our office is open to the public from 8:30 
in the morning until 3:30 in the afternoon— 
during the busy season from 8 in the morn- 
ing. These hours have been set apart for our 
clerks to weit upon the people as they come 
into our office. It is only after 8:30 that we 
can take time and the books are available 
for crediting payments and checking and for 
balancing our collections for the day. It is 
as necessary for us to close to the public at 
that hour as it is for any of the banking insti- 
tutions. The custom is not new. The office 
has closed at the same hour for years and 
years, and our office hours are painted on the 
doors leading to our office. Behind the closed 
doors are our clerks, who are here until 5 
o'clock or after, finishing the day's work; in 
the busy season until 9 or II. 

When it ts so convenient to procure an ex- 
press or postoffice money order there is no 
necessity for.any one traveling seven miles 
or any part of that distance to come to our 
office and pay taxes. 

As the letter is anonymous we cannot reply 
to the writer directly.

The Esperanto editors are making a com- 
ical attempt to disguise the fact that their 
language is at present in a state of transi- 
tion and that they are about to adopt the 
thoroughgoing reforms which were pub- 
lished recently by some competent philolo- 
gists under the name of Ido,“ or simplified 
FUsperanto. PROGRESS. 


Scientists and Esperanto. 


Chicago, March 11.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une. I— The report that South American scien- 
tists in great numbers have declared them- 
selves in favor of Esperanto as it now ap- 
pears in the official text books of the Es- 
perantists, may well be taken with a grain 
of salt. The Esperantists have a few agi- 
tators in Chile who may have succeeded in 
imposing on some among the less informed 
Spaniards, but the great number of scien- 
tists all over the world consider Esperanto 
as Zamenhof published it as far too defective 
to take it seriously. Only four notable 
ph gists ever témporarily and reservedly 
indOrsed Esperanto—viz.: Max Muller of 
Oxford, Jespersen of Copenhagen, Seidel of 
Berlin. and Balint of Kolozsvar. Of these 
Max Muller is now dead, the other three 
have declared erffphatically that they in- 
dorsed only the idea of an international 
language, but find Esperanto does not come 
up to that idea. They recommend quite 
warmly, on the other hand, the simplified ”’ 
and modernized Esperanto, called Ido, and 
they are doing much to propagate this lat - 
ter language among their confréres.

Wants Tariff on Wool Retained. 


Decatur, Mich., March 10.—{Editor of The 
Tribune.]—Some time ago I saw in Tur 
TRIBUNE an editorial on free wool and cheap- 
er clothing for the people. I have been 
farming and more or less interested in sheep 
for over thirty years. Back in the eighties 
I had a valuable flock of sheep that had been 
years in building up and they were a paying 
proposition. About that time people began 
to agitate the tariff question. After Cleve- 
land was elected sheep left the farms by the 
thousands at $1 per head. I sold my wool at 
10 cents a pound and could hire ten times 
as many men at 50 cents a day as I could 
get money to pay. I bought 120 head of 
registered Shropshire ewes at $2.80 a head 
that cost a few years before that $10 to $20 a 
head. and would be worth that at the present 
time. 

To put wool on the free list would benefit 
no one save the manufacturer. If you want 
cheap goods remove the duty from manu- 
factured woolen goods. There is not more 
than $2 worth of wool in an all wool ”’ suit 
of clothes. If the manufacturer had his 
wool given him the retailer would get about 
the same for his goods. I sold my wool three 
years ago for 30 cents a pound, two years 
ago at 28 cents a pound, one year ago at 20 
cents a pound. Have you noticed any differ- 
ence in the price of clothing? 

I think you had better square yourself with 
the sheep raiser, for between the tariff tinker, 
the sheep killing dog, and the stomach worms 
he is having a hard enough time to survive 
without your taking sides against him.

Great National Debts Bar to 
_ Prosperity in Nearly 
Every Country. 


HOLD ALL LOANS VELVET. 


—— 


Financiers Those Who Can Get 
Most from Europe and Re- 
pay the Least.

Central America can have no real prosper- 
or standing until she reforms her finan- 
system, if system it may be called, and 
itis one of a certain kind. The problem that 
faces each new dictator is how to borrow 
more money, when his country has defaulted 
on both principal and interest of her debt and 
everything is mortgaged up to the hilt. 

From the dawn of Central American history 
any sum whatsoever that can be secured in 
foreign lands has been regarded as so much 
yelvet, incurring no further responsibility. 
The Foreign Bondholders' society meets in 
London for grave discussion and offers al- 
most any compromise that will bring a little 
cash, while the Central American ministers 
of finance smile over the trustfulnessof some 
Furopean investors. 

Honduras has the most brilliant record. 
dne first floated a $5,000,000 loan to build e 
transcontinental railroad at 10 per cent, !s- 
gued at 80 in 67; another of $12,000,000 for 
6 2-8 per cent, at 75 in ; another of $12,- 
000,000 for 10 per cent, at 80 in 70. With these 
sume she actually built fifty-four miles of 
the proposed. transcontinental railroad for

Au the rest of the money went into the 
pockets of her politicians and the loan agenta, 
Of course, she was cheated, cheated by her 
ticlans as well as the loan agents; while 
the advocates of the Drago doctrin® ask why 
the people should pay for what they do not 
get toa lot of Lombard street sharpers. 


Interest Three Times Revenue. 

By 73 Honduras had: defaulted and never a 
cent has been paid since. At present the total 
indebtedness, with accrued integest, amounts 
to $100,000,000, while the interest itself on 
that sum is more than three times Honduras’ 
total revenue. A compromise settlement for 
§5,...,000 has been offered by the bondhold- 
ers, but $5,000,000 seems almost as far out of 
reach as $100,000,000 to Honduranean states- 


en. 
„b the foreign debt and the inter- 
nal debts and voluntary loans,“ I am sure 
that, for population, Central America, mis- 
erably poor in all except natural resources, 
has a larger per capita debt than Great Brit- 
ain. It is sufficient comment on conditions 
that accurate figures may be had only con- 
cerning the foreign debt, which must be 
known abroad. 

That of Costa Rica is $14,000,000 (with 


$4,200,000 of unpaid interest); of Guatemala, | 


$10,000,000 (with $2,500,000 of unpaid inter- 
est); of Nicaragua, $4.500,000; of Salvador, 
$3,500,000. Thus, three Central American 
countries, Guatemala. Honduras, and Costa 
Rica, have continuously defaulted; the other 


two, Salvador and Nicaragua, have paid up 


by compromises temporarily in order to bor- 
row more money. 

The first debt contracted was by the old 
Central American federation, in 1825, when 
6s to the amount of $7,000,000 were offered 
in Europe and $800,000 was subscribed at 
an issue price of 78. In 40 Costa Rica paid off 
her portion on a basis of & per cent of the 
principal. In 60 Salvador compromised on 90 
per cent in cash. Guatemala defaulted until 
30, and Nicaragua until 77. By borrowing 
from Peter, eventually settlements were 
made by one compromise or another for all 
of this debt. 


Costa Rica Makes Loans Easily. 

Costa Rica has been the most successful 
in floating loans because her credit, due to 
her prosperity, is best. Her per capita debt, 
less only than that of France, is $35, which, 
at the same rate, would mean a national debt 
of $2,840,000,000 for the United States. But 
es are large, her prospects bright, 


the honegty of liquidation has become a mat- 
ter of p@blic discussion. At the last session 
a law, involving an agreement 
United Fruit company repudiated, 
was passed, taxing bananas at the rate of 1 
cent a bunch, the total proceeds to go toward 
the national debt. 

In 80 Salvador borrowed $1,500,000 to bund 
@ railroad a distance of thirty-five miles 
from Acajutia to Atenas. Seven miles were 
Duilt and the balance of the money went to 
the politicians. In 99, finding that the gov- 
ernment railway did not pay, she converted 
ber national debt into securities of. ie Sal- 
vador railway company by a process profita- 
ble to all concerned except the bondholders, 
agreeing to a pay t to the company ofa 
Subsidy of $115,000 a year. Still another 
financial scheme was worked recently, of 
which more later. 


Preparing to Join Castro. 

Nicaragua in 94 compromised on her rail- 
road debt by a reduction of the interest from 
6 to 4 per cent, and only half the coupons 
f arrears to be paid. One does not wish to 
@uspect Zelaya unduly. but he is looking for- 
ward to retirement in Belgium, and anything 
that he can borrow, no matter what the rates, 
by bolstering up his country’s credit tem- 
porarily is so much to the “ good.” 

In 1904 he made a 5 per cent loan of $1,000,- 
000 issued at 75, through New Orleans bank- 
ers, with the customs as security. At the 
time of writing he is trying to float a 6 per 
tent loan of $6,000,000 issued at 80 in Paris, on 
the guarantee of his horrible whisky and to- 
bacco monopolies. Should he succeed, he will 
ae his final coup and will be ready to

„Stoll Lining His Own Pockets. 


* Recently, some one began buying up the 
bonds of a certain internal loan which had 


long been repudiated. When I spoke to 
Stoll about this he said it was strange. He 
hed heard the same news. He wondered who 
was responsible. As he had been extolling 
President Cabrera so ardently as a patriot 
and himself as the original, simon pure 
— of Guatemala, I could not help say- 
ng: 

“ Why, you have been buying them your- 
self all the way from 16 to 40, and in March 
it will be announced that they will be paid 
at par out of still another loan fastened on 
coffee exportation at an extortionate rate of 
interest. You are making a good profit, Mr. 
Stoll“ —not that he is to receive all himself 
when he is in partnership with Cabrera. 

Then Mr. Stoll admitted he was not in 
business for his health; and, besides, he 
was as good an American as anybody. I 
Saw that he had not regarded me as rude, 
but as mysteriously well informed When 
we write and speak of the Monroe doctrine 
and our duties to weak sister nations it is 
well to consider the effect on any people 
who receive their economic teachings from 
such a type of Americjn as Mr. Stoll. 

He does not play with Peter and Paul liqui- 
dation of foreign debts, which would attract 
attention; but he chooses a certain internal 
loan—there was no reason why it should be 
chosen in preference to any other internal 
loap—and sticks to his “ running account 
with Cabrera, a triumph which has brought 
all other Central American financiers to his 
feet in admiration of the master. 

The running account” ts one of the se- 
crets of state. No banker with whom I 
talker quite grasped its method in detail. 
But from whet I could learn Stoll t in the 
position of one who is receiving about 14 
per cent per annum on his bank balance. 
He loans Cabrera sums against the collec- 
tion of the annual export duty on coffee in 
gold, which is perfectly good eecurity, as 
the collection is practically in his hands. 


Loans Net Government Little. 


Mr. Bloom, in Salvador, has no running 
Account.“ but he does all the government 
bond business, and in 1908 he actually suc- 
ceedéd in floating a 6 per cent foreign loan 
for $5,000,000 at 70 to the agents and 75 to 
the public. At first it was poorly subscribed, 
but was taken up finally in London, where 8 
per cent interest is attractive to later gen- 
erations of investors unfamiliar with Cen- 
tral American financial history. It is not for 
an outsider to estimate Mr. Bloom's total 
profits. A part of the sum received went to 
the payment of old loans, and the govern- 
ment received actually about $660,000, which 
went mostly to paying arrears of salaries 
and contracts on the new palace. Already 
the sum is gone. Pretty soon salaries will 
again be in arrears, and what then? 

While Mexico spends her loans on ratl- 
roads and bridges and other public works 
that will be an investment in developing 
resources, this is not so in Central America, 
where all goes into the pockets of statesmen 
or to pay the ordinary government expenses. 
Taxing the production of coffee, as I have 
already pointed out, means to Central Amer- 
ica. much the same thing as placing a tax 
on the export of wheat or steel in our own 
country. There is a limit—bankruptcy for 
the planter—which even the best coffee lands 
in the world cannot bear; a Umit when no 
more money can be borrowed even on that 
security. 923 

There remains the recourse to voluntary 
loans and internal loans. Voluntary 
loans of one type simply represent a de- 
mand of the dictator for a certain sum of 
money, which an individual must pay or go 
to jail. The formal internal loans are taken 
up by bankers and individuals under govern- 
ment pressure, or they are issued and must 
be accepted through force majeur in pay- 
ment of debts. 


Give Bonds.as Souvenirs. 


When I told a certain business man that 
I would like to see one of these bonds he 
put his hand in a drawer and said: ‘ Cer- 
tainly. I'll make you a present of this. You 
can see for yourself what it is nominally 
worth, with interest accrued. Of course, no 
interest has been paid. I'd like to sell you 
a bale of them for 5 cents apiece,” 

The tssuing of such a piece of paper is only 
aform. In making up statistics the habits 
of Central American governments are not 
accurate enough to Mclude the detail of all 
such loans. But if the governments—which 
may give in face value five times the amount 
received—ever haf to liquidate, the problem 
would equal that of the average brakeman 
having to assume the bonded indebtedness 
of the Union Pacific railroad system. 

The financial responsibility of the presi- 
dent consists of making up a form of budget 
which ie submitted to congress, with con- 
gross having no real power of audit, let alone 
of appropriation. It is largely fictitious— 
so much for the army and the other depart- 
ments, which may have gone into pock- 
ets of the president and his cabinet to the 
maintenance of his expensive spy system. 

And all this pyramid of repudiated loans 
and irresponsible finance rests on a fluctu- 
ating currency. Panama has the gold stand- 
ard, by our direction; Mexico and Costa 
Rica, both of which are prosperous, by 
chotce. In the other countries the value of 
a native dollar depends wholly on how much 
labor you can get for a valueless plece of 
paper and on the speculative law of ex- 
change in the capital. When you go to bed 
you never know what will be the gold rate 
of the bank bills in your purse in the morn- 
ing. 


Exchange Varies Sharply. 


The exchange for a gold dollar in Guate- 
mala has been as high as 20. It varied be- 
tween 14.75 and 16 in the week that I was 
there. When Cabrera became dictator nine 
years ago it was 2% for one He 
has forced the banks to issue more than 
$65,000,000 worth of paper, without any 
metallic backing whatever. If the people 
would not take his currency, he proposed ta 
make them. He issued a decree that all 
debts in silver should Wp payable in cur- 
rency of his realm, and, not satisfied with 
that, he made a second decree including 
debts in gold, which is the usual form of 
contract, but this he had to withdraw, thus 
ruining his plan to get gold on the export 
coffee tax and pay his own bills in worth- 
less scrip. 

Probably not more than 890.000 or $400,000 
in gold or silver, not in foreign banks, re- 
mains in circulation in Guatemala. You find 
Guatemalan quarters and dimes in all the 
other Central Americar countries, though of 
course Mexico will have none of any foreign 
silver except that of the United States. The 
traveler is continually approached to know 
if he has any gold for sale. If he wishes to 
buy gold he may, as a favor, obtain afew 
eagles from some leading banker. Money 
changers thrive, while business, with no firm 
basis of values on which to act, stagnates.

PLANS TO OPEN COAST LINE 
OF THE ST. PAUL SYSTEM. 


Golden Spike to Be Driven About April 
2 and Road Will Be Open for Traffic 


hy July 1. 


Arrangements for driving the golden spike 
which will signify the completion of con- 
struction work on the Pacific coast extension 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
railway have been made. with the intention 
of having the ceremony take place at Gold 
Creek, Wash., April 2. A. J. Earling, prest- 
dent of the road, is in the west closing the 
details. 

This will mark the beginning of ua new 
era for the St. Paul, which thenceforth wil! 
take its place among the transcontinental 
railroads, after expending more than $100,- 
000,000 in two years on approximatelf 1,500 
miles of new line, from Evarts, S. D., to Ta- 
coma and Seattle. The line west of the Mis- 
souri river is to be operated under the name 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and Puget Sound 
railway, with a separate set of officers, many 
of whom, however, are also officials of the 
parent company. 

Considerable ballasting remains to be . 
and the roadbed must settle thoroughly be- 
fore regular train service can be established 
with safety, which will be about July 1. 

One ot the most important engineering tea” 
tures on the new line; which is remarkable 
for the number of bridges and tunnels, Was 
completed recently when the bridge over the 
Columbia river at Beverly, Wash., was made 
ready for service. The bridge is nearly a mile 
in length, including the approaches, the steel 
Structure spanning 2900 feet.
